tem is simplicity itself, and there is 
none of the elaboration of process, or 
the costly and delicate machinery re- 
quired for the anthropometric system.

The inked impressions of the tea di- 
gits are taken and filed in the proper

sary to make good top growth. This 
seems plauKlble, and the same object 
retarding the sprouts may doubtless 
be accomplished by keeping7 the tnlx-ra 
in cold storage. 
This retarding of 


sprouting is the foundation for the 
claim that the second crop of potatoes 
is best for seed purposes, for ripening 
later in the season they naturally 
sprout later than the earlier matured 
tubers under similar conditions of 
temperature. In the south obtaining 
the second crop for seed is an easy 
matter and is well worthy the consid- 
eration of southern pototoe growers. 
In the middle states the second plant- 
ing is done about the middle of July. 
the seed being selected from the first 
crop harvested earls' in the month and 
spread />ut on the barn floor in the 
snn for ten days or two weeks to be 
"sun-sprouted." The tubers from this 
second crop are as good for the follow- 
ing season's, planting as seed tubers 
from the far north. 


Plant Protector. 


It is often necessary to protect 


young and tender plants in the early 
spring, frequently 
nfter they have 


been transplanted in the open ground. 
There are also times in the fall when 
the possibilities of early frosts make 
it neeesary to give plants some pro- 
tection before it is time to take them 
from the ground. . Tbe plant protec- 
tor here shown is one of the best de- 
vices for tbe purpose mentioned that

PEACE DELEGATES. 


Commission Is Coming to Meet 


Otis at Manila. 


fiEBELS THOROUGHLY WHIPPED. 


Utesl Reetrts ladiciie End of the TrouWt

Washington, May 18.—Semi-official in- 


formation lias been received at the >\ ar 
department that a Filipino commission 
is on its way to Manila with authority 
from the s»o-called Filipino congress, in- 
dorsed by Aguinaldo. surrendering the 
insurgent army on the unconditional 
terms submitted by General Otis at the 
several conferences between himself and 
the representative* of Aguinaldo. 


The commission is expected to reach 


Manila this afternoon. 


The taking of San Isidro. the third capi- 


tal of the Filipinos, yesterday, by Cen- 
tral Lawton, is what caused the insur- 
gents to decide to surrender. 


Secretary of State Hay announced to- 


day as he was leaving the department 
for lunch that inside of 48 hours the Fili- 
pinos will have surrendered uncondition- 
ally. 


This statement was based on informa- 


tion received by the administration, sup- 
plemented by a dispatch received from 
General Otis about 9 o'clock this morn- 
ing. 


General Otis says that a Filipino com- 


mislon will arrive in Manila tomorrow to 
««k terms of peace. General Otis' dis- 
patch, war officials say, means that this 
will be the last peace conference. The in- 
surgents are now ready to make terms 
on the best condition they can obtain. 


The greatest satisfaction is expressed 


by all officials at the promise of almost 
immediate peace. 


General Otis cables the war depart- 


ment that representatives of Aguinaldo 
are seeking terms of peace and that the 
forces of the insurgents are scattering in 
the mountains. 


Following is General Otis' cablegram:

The dispatch of General Otis was im- 


mediately sfnt to the president at Hot 
Spring*. Secretary Alger said that the 
situation was most encouraging, and 
that it was appaient that the natives re- 
lized the strength of the United States 
and saw that »esistance would mean ex- 
termination for them if they persisted in 
defying authority. Speaking of the part 
taken by the volunteers in the Philippine 
campaign, the secretary says that in- 
stead of wishing to be home they would 
not have missed it, as it was an event in 
their 
lives, especially as the hard 


fighting had been crowned with suc- 
cess. 
The secretary 
believes that 


the commission which Aguinaldo is send- 
ing General Otia will accept any terms 
proposed by the United States. 


St. Louis, Mo., May IS —A special cable 


to the Globe-Democrat from Manila 
says: 


It is reported here that Aguinaldo has 


decided to accept terms of peace offered 
by American Philippine commission, arid 
that he had started his representatives 
from San Isidro the day before La\v ton 
attacked, and that the fight took place 
after the decision for peace had beea 
reached. 


The reports are believed here, and that 


final peace is assured.

He also took out a $3000 accident 
pcliey. Mr. Plant is reported aa carry- 
ing a large life insurance.

"One of the things most eagerly 


sought after 
by the bankers," saitf 


William A. Pinkerton, "is protection 
for their funds, and this desire often. 
malces them easy prey for slick confi- 
dence men. I don't mean the ordinary, 
'con' sharps, for any up-to-date bank- 
er can guard against their wiles. But 
there is a class of smooth talkers who 
do business with bankers in an appar-' 
ently legitimate manner and get tha 
cash every time without taking any 
risk. These are tke chaps who have 
something to sell in the way of burglar- 
proof or fire-proof devices. Many of 
the dealers and agents are reputable 
and straight-forward in their business, 
but there are black sheep in all lines 
of trade, and the banker does not al- 
ways get the 
kind of protection he 


thinks he has purchased. After he hag 
been bamboozled a few times he be- 
comes suspicious even of those who 
are honest and able to furnish him 
receptacles which will give protection 
against the ingenious burglar who has. 
been so much in evidence lately. 


"For instance, when a banker, after! 


such investigation, does finally pay a 
good price for a first-class safe, and 
begins to rest easy, along comes a new 
schemer, who is after his dollars, and 
assures him that his safe is absolutely 
worthless; that any burglar can, by 
the use of the electric current, burn 
a hole any desired size, into his safe; 
in a few minutes and easily extract its 
contents. 
But if the banker will buy 


an electric alarm system, which this 
ready exaggerator has to sell, then any 
old box can be made burglar-proof. No 
safe has ever yet been robbed by the, 
use of the electric current. It is posi- 
tively impracticable for such a trick tc 
be performed, and has been proven so 
upon at least two occasions by electii.' 
cal experts. While it is true that any 
metal can be pierced or melted rapidly 
with electricity utider certain favora- 
ble conditions, yet it is impossible foi 
a bank burgiar to secure the required. 
facilities. 


"The method by which some banker* 


have been scared into purchasing elec- 
tric alarm systems — which sound gongs 
in the streets, oftPti give false alarms, 
and can be defeated — is a 'fake' pure 
and simple. Some bankers have been 
eye-witnesses in Chicago to the pro- 
cess of burning hnles into bank safes,. 
This work is done in a basement. In 
one room the banker sees a positive 
electric wire attached to a 
carbon 


clamped to a stick, a negative wire at- 
Cached to the safe, a sheet-iron box lin- 
ed with asbestos with a hole in the 
center, fastened to the safe, a switch- 
board, and he sees .the metal tnelt, but 
he does not see, located 
in another 


room great resistance coils immersed 
in an immense trough of running water 
and various other hidden paraphernal- 
ia. If the investigator were allowed to 
sfe the whole outfit he would noi wor- 
ry one moment about having his safe 
robbed by electricity. 


"The best protection is a watch sys- 


tem conducted by reliable men. Ful- 
ly one-half of the so-called burglar- 
proof devices are fakes, and made only 
to sell."

Syracuse, May 18.—The followingreso- 


lution was adopted by the New Tork 
state encampment, G. A. R.. and a copy 
o' the same telegraphed to President 
JIcKinley: 


"Whereas, The United States is en-- 


gaged in war asserting its rightful aij-; 
thority over the Philippines, and the 
army arjd navy have been maintaining 
and enhancing the glory of our flag 
among the nations of the world; that 
these strong arms of the government 
have been subduing disorder and insur- 
rection for the purpose of creating a 
civilizing and christianizing 
form, of 


government; and,

"Whereas, During this contest certain 


citizens in their private capacity a|»d 
through organizations and public- meet* 
ings have been giving aid and eomfprt 
to the enemy, seeking to secure a pro- 
longa'tion of \\ ar and bloodshed and cr&- 
atmg discontent and doubt amon,g sol- 
diers and sailois in active service, dis- 
couraging enlistments and invoking 
censure upon the government for its 
policy; theiefore, be it

nounces those who thus act as'guilty 
of treason, not entitled to the protec- 
tion of the flag they dishonor and un- 
wo; thy the name of American citizens."
